And for ſuch 
as were under Sufferings upon that Score, he 
made it his particular Care to get and ſend Re- 
lief to them.

berty of Onſcience was good, and was every Man's 
Birth-right, by a Divine Charter ; but he could 
not believe it was then given out of 2 
good End: And that the bright Sun-ſhine of the 
reſent Liberty, was but to introduce a black 
Cloud of Slavery upon us, when once the De- 
ſigns then . laying, were ripe for Execution: 
And therefore exhorted his Congregation at Bed- |
